officer from the inspector general's 
Washington headquarters staff for 
over a year prior to Scripps- 
Howard Columnist Bob Ruark's 
recent expose. 


Every U. S. Army command is 


supposed to get such an annual 
inspection. Reports of these in- 
spections go to the chief of staff. 
It is duty to correct whatever is 
found wrong. 
The office of the 


inspector general is merely his 
confidential reporting agency. 
It 


has no authority to order reforms 
or discipline offenders. 


In the absence of any official 


inspection from Washington, the 
only inspection made in General 
Lee's theater was done by his own 
staff officers assigned as inspec- 
tors general. 


In Italy this staff was headed 


by Col. Clarence E. Cotter, a 
regular Army officer who came 
up through the Colorado National 
Guard in World War 1. He was 
assigned to Lee's headquarters as 
inspector general in January. 1940. 
On Colonel Cotter's staff were 13 
other 
officers—four 
lieutenant 


colonels, five majors and two 
captains.

By tabulating them, the inspector 
general is supposed to be able to 
see what's wrong with the Army 
and where. 


It i« a matter of record in Wash- 


ington that( until Ruark uncovered 
all the gripes in Lee's command, 


number of official complaints 


reported to Washington had been 
practically negligible. T r o o p s 
either weren't making them- or 
inspectors weren't reporting. 


The fact that the Inspector gen- 


eral didn't know there was any- 
thing' wrong in Lee's command 
does not mean Ruark's charges 
were wrong. It proves, rather. 
that the iystem under which the 
Inspector general operates as a 
confidential agent of the secretary 
and chief of staff of the Army 
may be at fault. This system is 
steeped in Army tradition. It is 
no personal reflection on General 
Wyche or his administration as 
inspector general.

has aggravated its pains, rather 
than relieving them," he said in 
a prepared speech. 


Artificial Export Market? 


"Huge credits extended abroad 


have created an artificial export 
market, which has depleted domes- 
tic supplies and boosted domestic 
prices for goods and machinery, 
which have not been used effec- 
tively to restore production and 
prosperity abroad." 


Green said the "inefficiency'' of 


our aid to Europe program was 
manifested in the recent reduction 
of American wheat reserved for 
export.

MILK PASTEURIZING 


Louis Pasteur, the great French 


scientist whose name has be'come 
a permanent part of our language 
(Pasturized Milk) died on Sept. 28, 
1895. During his life he made in- 
numerable 
contributions in the 


fields of agriculture, bacteriology, 
and medicine. 


"Pasteur noted that when milk 
was heated to a given tempera- 
ture, and maintained at that tem- 
perature for^a period of timer the 
harmful bacteria in the milk were 
destroyed. Pasteurization of milk 
is now an 
accepted proceedure. 


Not only is it done for the milk 
supplies handled by" dairies, but in 
the last couple of years, home pas- 
teurizing units have appeared on 
the market lor use in farm areas. 
At one time there was consider- 


able prejudice against the pasteur- 
ization of milk. 
The claim was 


made that it affected the taste of 
milk adversely. The process of 
pasteurizing has since been per- 
fected. Blind fold tests have shown 
that the severest critics have been 
unable to detect which milk was 
pasteurized and which \vas raw. 
It is well to remember that no 


rnilk borne epidemic has ever been 
traced to 
correctly 
pasteurized 
milk. This process must be cred- 
ited with saving many thousands 
of lives. The bacteria causing such 
diseases as. typhoid fever, undu- 
lant fever, septic sore throat, and 
scarlet fever are destroyed by pas- 
teurization. 


It is quite true that we all want 


milk to be handled in as clean a 
manner as possible from the time 
it leaves the cow until ultimately 
consumed. That is why it is desir- 
able to have the additional safe- 
guards offered in "Grade A" regu- 
lation in addition to pasteuriza- 
tion. 
Under Grade. A milk regulation 
the producing farmers as well as 
the dairies meet minimum stand- 
ards of safety in handling milk. 
There is no other single item in 
the diet as important as milk, and 
it is essential that its quality and 
safety are the highest obtainable.
